It is true 
we have an abundance of hay, which is 
of goocV quality ; wheat as good as any 
in the world, and yielding- from 35 to (JO 
bushels per acre (fact) ; fine potatoes — 
jne potato ranch near Del Xorte, South- 
ern Colorado, yielding, by actual meas- 
urement, U20 bushels to the acre; but 
we lack fruit and com—tho drouth and 
early and late frosts preventing their 
successful production. 


Cattle and sheep tlnive here, and the 


•(notations of El Paso county, of which 
Colorado Springs is the shiretown, are

GRA.Vi? AT BIRMINGHAM. 


His Ideas of Free Trade and Protection. 


J he following is a verbatim report of 


Gen. 
Grant's speech at Birmingham, 


in reply to the toast proposed by Mr! 
Chamberlain, M. P.: 


Mr. Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen of 


Birmingham—I scarcely know how to 
respond to a toast which was presented 
in such eloquent language and in terms 
so compbmentary to 'myself mid to tho 
nation to which I belong, and in which 
I have had the honor of' holding public 
positions. 
There were some few points 


however, alluded to by your parliament- 
ary representative to which I will refer. 
Ho alluded to the great merit of retir- 
ing a large army at the close of the 
great war; but if he had been in my po- 
sition for four years, and undergone the 
care and anxiety that 1 had undergone 
in the management of that large army, 
he would appreciate how happy I was 
to be able to see that it could'bc dis- 
pensed with. I disclaim all credit or 
praise for doing that one thing. I knew 
that I was doomed to become a citizen 
of the United States, and, so far as, niy 
personal means wont, to contribute my 
share to any expenses that had been 
aorno for the support of the large stand- 
ing-army. 
We Americans, however, 


claim to be so much Englishmen, and 
to ha\e so much personal independence, 
uid so much individuality, that I don't 
(uite believe it is possible for. any one 
nan to assume any more right and au- 
hority than the constitution and the 
aws give to him. 
Among the English 


speaking people we don't think such 
hings possible. 
We can fight among 


lurselves and abuse each other, but we 
vill not permit ourselves to be abused 
mtsidc, nor will those who look into 
ur own little personal quarrels in our 
wn midst permit us to interfere with 
heir rights. 
Now, there is one subject 


hat has been referred to here that I 
on't know that I should refer to, and 
hat is the great advantage that would 
ccrueto the United States if free trade 
onkl only be established. [Hear, hear!] 
have a sort of recollection from reud- 
ig that England herself had a protcct- 
he tariff until she had her manufacto- 
ri-'s established. [Laughter.] 
I think 


v.eaie rapidly progressing in the way of 
our manufactures, and T believe (hat we 
are becoming one of the greatest free 
trade nations on the face of the earth 
[Laughter] 
When uu both get to be 


free-traders I think it is probable that 
all nations had better stand aside and 
not contend with us at all. [Lauahtoi 
and 'hear, hear!'] If 1 had been accus 
tomcd to public speaking I would have 
said more, but I never spoke in public 
m_tny life un;il I came to England. ] 
think it will be better policy for me 
however, to content myself with simply 
thanking you, not only for the toast and 
for the language in which it has been 
presented, but for the very gratifying 
reception I have had personally in Bir° 
minq-ham. 


His Views Regarding the ReM Debt 


and Southern Cltiims. 


In ali" interview between 
a Toledo 


Bee reporter and Be'n^Wade the follow- 
ing was elicited: 


Rep—'-It has been c-iainnd that if 


the democrats ever obtain entire con- 
trol of the government they will pay 
the rebel war debt, for the loss of slaves, 
etc.. TJo you think that possible or prob- 
able?" 


Mr. W.—"It is not certain. I was 


in the senate when the lucoiibtmctiAu 
act was being considered, and sought to 
guard against the possibilities of this by 
the introduction of provision,-, that the 
rebel war debt, loss of slaves, and as 
many other things as could be thought 
of and collected in theact, should never 
be paid; and the payment of these ia 
now prohibited by a constitutional pro- 
vision; there are, however, a multitude 
of other things for which payment will 
bj sought. 
This provision will be a 


barrier against payment, but Hayes is 
now appointing southern judges, and 
you will see that as soon as theygeta ma- 
jority in the supreme court "they will 
find some way to get around it, and then 
the Hayes men will be execrated fpr 
having brought this upon us. 
But, af- 


ter all, if fighting for four years to de- 
stroy the government wins for a man a 
seat in the cabinet: if the rebels were 
brave and chivalrous, fought gallantly 
for what they believed to be right, were 
only unfortunate in being whipped, and 
are entitled to credit—as Hayes sub- 
stantially told 
them in hi/sou them 


tour—why, if all these things are true, 
perhaps it would be proper to 'discon- 
tinue the suit' and divide up the costs; 
if they were fighting for the right the 
same as wo were, why shouldn't their 
expenses be paid as well as ours? 
And 


when it comes to that, when the rebels 
get control of the government and in- 
sist on the payment of their war claims 
—they can quote Hayes action and lan- 
guage as proof that they are entitled to 
payment! And if I was a southern man 
—a confederate—and had fought to de- 
stroy the government, and got whipped, 
but was as good a fellow and entitled to 
as much credit as Haves' action indi- 
cates that the late rebelsare entitled to, 
I would never willingly consent to help 
pay the expense of the whipping I got 
unless the north would also help to pay 
the soutliein war expenses. ' 


.Reporter—'-You do not think there 


is any danger of repudiating the national 
debt?" 


Mr. W—'-No, they won't call it re-

At 7 o'clock last evening the court 


house was cleared to make room for the 
family and immediate friends of the 
senator. 
As the sad-eyed 
mourners 


gathered about the casket a band sta- 
tioned in n distant corridor struck up 
the strain, "The Sweet Bye and Bye." 
The scene became almost wierdly im- 
pressive, and can never be forgotten by 
those who were present. The music 
completely tilled the vast building, pro- 
ducing a very dramatic effect. 


At the appointed hour the body was 


removed from the court house to the 
late residence of the deceased, where it 
was viewed for the last time by the 
sorrowing friends, and the procession 
was then formed and started for the 
place where thf funeral services were 
to take place—Roberts Park M. E. 
Church. 
The scene inside the church 


(which is an exceptionally fine one) was 
a very impressive one. The great organ 
which fills the space in the roar of the 


ulpit. a gleaming mass of silver pipes 
et in black walnut frame-work and 
vailed in by the broad descending gal- 
ery balustrades and pulpit frame, had 
owing from a crape loop at the top 
wo broad bands of black, parting to 
he left and right at the foot. 
From 


bo side gas jets in the gallery stretch- 
d down to the key bank of the organ 
wo immense flags, the blue fields meet- 
ng in the center, and their waving folds 
ooped and intertwined with crape.

rout of each of the largo stained glass 
vindows, above and

rossed like an escutcheon.

.nother garrison flag with black drap- 
ngs completely covering the whole 
rout, while the pulpit itself had a sec- 
nd covering of a silk standard, the 
ilue field resting just under the Bible.

>elow it a broad crape band looped 
vith black silk bows. The altar rail 
vns covered with black trimmed with 
smilax with .knots of white flowers. 


The large space inside the altar rail, 


ind between it, and the pulpit stand 
vas cloaked with a mass of the most 
>eautiful 
and touching floral decora- 


ions, all gifts from at home and abroad. 
The delicacy of art had wrought na- 
ture's choicest handiwork into harps and 
stars, crosses, anchors, pillows, hearts, 
scrolls, and broken masses which told 
of desolation as loudly as the emblems 
spoke of hope. 


When the doors were opened the first 


to enter were the officiating clergymen,

The choir of 150 voices occupied the 


space between the pulpit and organ, 
stretching around into the gallery on 
either side.

CHABQE THIS." 


Son of the Soil. 


These three words are 'ot iiwaens 


importance to every head of a familyor 
any one whose duty it is to provide 
ways and means for food, clothing, and 
other expenses incident to existence. 


Ihese three words are like thret 


Jinks in a chain which we forge for our 
selves, and every time they are repeated 
tins chain becomes stronger and strong 
er till its burden cannot longer be 


These three words add fifty per cent 


to the cost of any article we purchase 
tor the seller wants, and very likely 
needs, cash, and as he can turn his 
money over several times before we can 
liquidate his claim he charges, in addi- 
tion to the cash price, a profit for each 
time he might have used his money had 
we paid cash on the spot. 


These three words, easily and pleas- 


antly spoken, and as pleasantly respond- 
ed to, make a man the abject slave of 
the creditor. "He toils from early morn 
till dewy ere," but the accumulating 
interest so hampers his energies and de 
pleteshis earnings that freedom be 
comes a boon greatly to be desired but 
scarcely expected. From January to 
December he labors, breaking a link of 
the servile chain occasionally, but too 
frequently adding two, and if both ends 
2an be made to meet when the accounts 
are balanced, the fact is made an occa- 
sion for rejoicing. 


These three words should be blotted 


from every farmer's vocabulary. 
He 


cannot afford, of all men, to pay enor- 
mous interests, nor can he allow debts 
to accumulate when future and uncer- 
tain gains can only be relied upon. This 
reliance too often proves a broken reed, 
and, sooner or later, brings humiliation 
and bankruptcy. 


These three words need never be 


spoken if a thorough 
self-denial be 


practiced for a year or two. Pay as 
you go, involves no accumulating bur- 
dens, but lightens instead the daily 
routine of labor. 
It is wonderful to 


note how much a family can dispense 
with, if a rigid system of economy pre- 
vails, and a determination to live within 
its means exists. 


These three words may be used as a 


temporary means of bridging a hard 
place, but their use is always extremely 
hazardous, and should never be used 
when "Pay as you go" or "Cash on the 
spot" can by any means be substituted,

A 
very striking article in a recent number 
of Scribner's, attempts to show that the* 
canals will eventually bo superseded by 
railroads ; that the latter can transport 
grain not only more rapidly, but evea 
more cheaply than the canals. But the 
heavy receipts of cereals at this port, 
mainly by canal, show that the railroad 
era of cheap freights has not yet come. 
It would be wise policy for the state to 
abolish all tolls on the canals. 
This 


would for many years give New York 
an advantage in its export trade over all 
other cities.

March, 
April and May are

Colonel Bycrs, In Philadelphia Times. 


I next saw Grant on May 18, 18(33, 


and this time at the battle of "Champi- 
on Hills/' in rear of Vicksbuvg. 
We 


had crossed the Mississippi river at 
Grand Gulf and swung off cast and 
north: had fought the battles of Fort 
Gibson, Raymond and Jackson, and 
were overtaking Pcmberton's army has- 
tening to the walls of Vicksburg. 
It 


was a very hot day, and we had marched 
hard, slept little, and rested none.— 
Among 
the magnolias on Champion 


Hills the enemy, forty to fifty thousand 
strong, turned upon us. 
Sherman's 


corps was already engaged far on the 
right as we approached the field in that 
overpowering Mississippi sun. 
Our 


brigade was soon in line, on the edge of 
a meadow, or open field sloping toward 
the woods, where the enemy were con- 
cealed and steadily firing on us.
